and the two ourer Pieces of the Back of the Feverfham’s 
Rudder and the Braces being loofe, we bore up for the 
Bay of Sofa; the 27th we got to an Anchor there, and 
fecured it fufiiciently by bolting it for the prefent. 

We were very unlucky on our firft getting there, as 
we did al] that was poflible for Men to do, to intercepe 
their Fifhing-boats, or take fome Perfon from the Shore, 
to gain Intelligence, but to no Effet. We landed on 
the Small Ifland to the Southward of Sr. John’s; we 
had our Men under the Protection of our Guns, as no- 
thing could pais to burt them, but cou'd gain no Intel- 
ligence, a Party of Horfe and Foot of about 200 Men 
conftantly patrolling along fhore {rom the Bottom of the 
Bay of Sofa to Vineros, alarming the Shore by conti- 
nual Fires. 

March 1, at 1.2 at Night, we faw a {mall Veffiel; Lima- 
gin'’d it was a Decoy, that they thought we would fend 
our Boats after her, and then they would man the Barks 
and Boats that lay at Vineros and Alcanaria, and cut our 
Boats off. We kept Sight of her till the 3d, and found 
fhe ftood away to theS. E. and the Wind coming off the 
Land, I could prevent any other Boats going to her Af- 
fiftance. I then made the Signal for the Boats mann’d 
and arm’d to chafe. At five, proving little Wind, my 
Barge came up With besy ead did interd to lay her on 
board, on which the Chace fired fome Guns at them ; 
one Shot went thro’ the Barge, but hurt nobody. I 
made the Signal for the Boats to leave off Chace. Capt: 
Hughes and I got under Sail as quick as poflible ; as all 
our Boats were out, and there being but little Wiad, it 
was a great Hindrance to the Ship’s Sailing to keep them 
in Tow ; I let flip all my Boats, and made the Signal for 
Capt. Hughes to take them up; at Nine I came up with 
the Chace, and took her, the proving to be a Spani(h 
Barcolongo, called the Noftra Seniora del Carmen, Bar- 
tholomew Savoredo, Mafter, 4 Carriage, 10 Swivel Gunes, 
and 33 Men, bound from Malaga to Barcelona in the 
King of Spain's Service, loaden with 1000 Quintals of 
Lead for Mufquet Ball, and 300 Pieces of Timber for 
the Ufe of the Artillery. The taking this Veflel will be 
a good Piece of Service, as it will be a great Difippoint- 
ment to the Enemy. Capt. Hughes not bringing too 
to take the Boats in Tow, as he was to the Windward 
of me, and feared the Chace would est me out of the 
Wind, my Boats were a great Way a-ftern by the time 
I took the Vefiel. 

I foon after faw another Sail ; I then made the Signal 
for Capt. Hughes to chafe, and leave his Boats, which I 
would take in Tow, as I was obliged to ftand for my 
own, and delired when he had donc his Chace to join 
me in Sofa Bay. At 12 o’Clock he run his Chace on 
fhore at the Weft End of the Town of Vineros ; he ad- 
chor'd, and kept firing bis Guns on the Bark and Town, 
to prevent the People’s unloading or burning of her till 
the Boats came down, which were all wich me. While 
this was doing, he obferved a Barcolongo and two large 
Settees at Anchor undér the Caftle of Penifcola; and be« 
lieving fuch Information might be got from the Spa- 
niards On board me, with regard to the Strength and 
Situation of that Place, as might make the Deftroying 
of them very practicable, it both Ships were together, 
made the Signal to iprak with me. 1 was then at an 
Anchor in the Bay of Sofa; | weighed immediarely, afd 
by Four got to him with ail the Boats, and came to an 
Anchor within haif a Gunfhot of the Town and Vefle’, 
in a Foot leis than five Farhon) Water.

Accordingly, at fix in 
the Morning, I fent the Mafter of the Tartan on fhore, 
who broyght me Word, that they bad thrown 200 Troops 
more jnto the Town to prevent our Landing, and that 
they defired us to do what we pleafed ; thar the [nhan 
bitants would ranfom the Tewo, but the Soldiery would 
not let them ; upon which we warped our Ships in a 
proper Station againft the Town, fent our Boats, and 
burned the Veffel effectually, and then brought a Spring 
upon our Cables, and began to batter the Town at half 
“paft Nine, which we continued without ceafing till One. 
I fired g20 Shot, and Capt. Hughes almolt as many. 
We (aw we had done confiderable Damage to the Town, 
but the Wind coming out of the Sea, we were obliged 
to get away 4s faft as we could, our Ships being fo near 
the Shore it was not fate to lie there longer. Before I 
weighed, I fent the Mafter of the Tartan on fhore, not 
asa Meffenger from me, but to learn what Damage we 
had done, and lefe Capt. Hughes to ply off and on, till 
he came off from the Shore to bring the Account. 

He told him, That we had deftroyed 30 Settees that 
were hauled up at the End of the Town for Secarity ; 
that the Spires and Bells of the Great Church were knock’d 
down, the Roof and fome Part of the Walls entirely de- 
molifhed, moft of the Houfes ruined, and the Streets 
flied full of Rubbifh ; that ¢0,000 Dollars would not re- 
pair the Damage, for which the Inbabitants were load- 
sng the Military with Imprecations and Curfes. 

We underftand by all Accounts, that’there isa Battery 
of five Cannon to defend the Town; we faw the Fort 
and Embrafures, and knoek'd fome of them down; but 
whether they have Guns, or thro’ Fear from our con- 
{tant Fire upon them they deferted the Fort, I cannot as 
yet inform you, but we had.no Shot from any Battery 
tired at us. Wecame to an Anchor in the Bay of Sofa, 
wn order to give our People fome Refit, who had been 
pretty much fatigued, not having had any Sleep for two 
Nights. The Veilel burned was called the Vefus Miferi- 
cordia, belonging to Cadiz, bound to Barcelona on the 
King of Spain’s Account, loaden with Corn, Callivances, 
Beans, Oil, and Pork, for the Ufe of the Spanith Fieet at 
Thoulon, to be fence from Barcelona in Neutral Bot- 
toms. 

The Topfail Bark that lies under the Caftle of Peni- 
{co'a, is loaded with the fame Sort of Provifions for the 
Spanifh Fleet, and failed from Cadiz in Company with 
this that we have burnt; the two Settees are ioaden 
with Barley for the Spanifh Army. I hope to prevent 
their getting into Barcelona, if the Winds will nor per- 
spit me to anchor in the Road. 

On our returning into Sofa we faw two Veffels with 
Freoch Colours lying in the Bottom of the Bay, and im- 
snediately fent a Boat with an Ofhcer, to bring the Ma- 
fiers and their Papers on board. One is in Ballaft, wait- 
ing to oad Wine, as foon as we go off this Part of the 
Coaft, that the Inhabitants may Venture to come down 
to the Water-fide to fhip the Wine off; the other is a 
Tartan, called the Sc. James, belonging to Agde, came 
from Las Aiglas, nine Leagues to the Weltward of Car- 
thagena, loaden with 3000 Faneagas of Barley belonging 
to the King of Spain, which was to be carried to Tou- 
Jon, and trom thence to be conveyed to the Spanifh 
Army.
